Wage dispute forces county to postpone vote on building more Strip posts

Clark County commission- 
ers on Tuesday postponed 
approving the installation 
of more steel posts along 
Strip sidewalks because of a 
dispute over whether some 
workers have been fairly paid. 

Muller Construction paid 
three concrete finishers 
$6 to $7 an hour less than 
they should have received, 
Nevada Foundation for Fair 
Contracting director Lou 
DeSalvio told commissioners 
during their public meeting. 

“They told me that for weeks 


they've been performing car- 
pentry work, laborer’s work, 
ironworker’s work, finisher’s 
work, but they’ve been being 
paid the lesser of a rate,’ De- 
Salvio said after the meeting. 

The county is unable to 
continue working with the 
company until the pay dis- 
pute is resolved. 

J.D. Calhoun, vice presi- 
dent of marketing and sales 
at Muller Construction, said 
DeSalvio’s announcement 
at Tuesday’s meeting was 
the first he had heard of the 
complaint.

WASHINGTON — Fresh 
off of tax-cut euphoria, Pres- 
ident Donald Trump and 
Senate and House GOP lead- 
ers returned to the nation’s 
capital Tuesday to begin 
dealing with Democrats to 
address critical spending 
and budget issues to avoid a 
government shutdown. 

The GOP passed a sweep- 
ing $1.5 trillion tax cut 
package before it dashed out 
of town for the holidays, but 
Republican leaders return 
with more difficult dealings 
with their colleagues ahead.
